2. My name is Lissa Jacquet Harris, and I was an employee of the law firm Bacon & Thomas, 
PLLC of Alexandria, Virginia (referred to below as "Bacon & Thomas") during the relevant 
time period in 2008. 

3. During the relevant time period in 2008, 1 regularly processed the payment of maintenance 
fees to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (referred to below as the "USPTO") for U.S.
